Our 
cuisine is not well known but nonetheless exciting, 
flavorful and full of history. The Dutch Table is the 
most extensive online resource for traditional Dutch 
food recipes and it is growing weekly. 

Limburgse Kruimelvlaai. 

Vlaaien are 
typical pies from 
the south of The 
Netherlands, more 
accurately from 
the province of 
Limburg. 

A Limburgse 
Vlaai may only be 
called such, when 
the whole pie has 
been baked. Baking the dough first and then filling 
it with a cream cheese filling or a bavaroise, 
automatically disqualifies the pastry to be called 
Limburgse: It will have to suffice with being called 
a Vlaai. 

My grandma used to tell me stories about the 
Vlaaien they would bake during Kermis (Annual 
Fair). Once a year, the Fair would come to town and 
families would bake up to thirty Vlaaien to feed 
friends and family: Fancy ones like rice pie, rich 
puddings and topped with whipped cream, or plain 
fruity ones. The richer pies would be consumed 
first, the simple fruit pies would usually be the last 
ones to be eaten. 

A cup of coffee and a slice of Vlaai, is still a 
traditional way of enjoying time spent with visitors 
or of celebrating an important milestone in one's life 
(even if that milestone is having found the perfect 
shoes on sale that afternoon! 

The dough is not the greasy pastry dough as we 
know it here in Australia, but rather a yeast dough 
that needs to rise twice, before being baked. 

This Kruimelvlaai (crumb pie) is a streusel-topped 
vanilla pudding pie. 

This time I chose to use a store-bought vanilla 
pudding mix, but you can also make this pie with 
pastry cream. It's a lovely Vlaai, with a crunchy top, 
sweet pudding and a tender crust, perfect for an 
afternoon treat! 

Limburgse Kruimel Vlaai: 

For the dough: 

1.5 cups of all-purpose flour. 

1/2 stick of butter, room temperature. 

1/3 cup of warm milk. 

1 small egg. 

1/2 teaspoon of active dry yeast. 

1 tablespoon of sugar. 

1 teaspoon of salt. 



Sprinkle the yeast over the warm milk and set it 
aside to proof. In the meantime, mix the flour with 
the sugar and the salt. 

When the yeast has proofed, add the milk to the 
dough and mix it for a minute. 

Add the egg and continue to mix until the dough 
comes together, then knead in the butter. 

Knead everything to a consistent whole; not too 
sticky but certainly not too dry. 

Place the dough in an oiled bowl, cover and let it 
rise. 



For the filling: 

Follow the directions on 
the cooked pudding box or 
make your own. Make sure 
you have at least two cups. 

For the streusel: 

1 cup of all-purpose flour. 

1 stick of butter 
1/2 cup of sugar. 

Cut the butter into the flour 
and sugar until it feels like 


wet sand. 

Grease a 9 inch x 1.25 pie form, roll the dough into 
a circle and line the form with the dough. Poke 
holes in the dough with a fork, cover and let rise 
again until puffy. 

Pour the cooled vanilla pudding on top of the dough 
and cover with the streusel. Bake at 200C in the 
oven for fifteen to twenty minutes. You may need to 
place the pie under the broiler for a golden touch. 


Eat lukewarm with a cup of coffee and in the 
company of good friends! Enjoy!

When visiting the Netherlands recently, I got all 
caught up in the kissing business when you 
meet up with family, friends or (vague) 
acquaintances. 

Not only in the Netherlands, but also during the 
Maas & Waal Drinks, I get often confused when 
I meet with a Dutch patron, who kisses me three 
times by way of greeting. I have forgotten how 
that greeting works and maybe you have too.

You may well have noticed that Dutch people 
are a rather kissy bunch.

It is indeed 
an odd practice for a normally rather un- 
affectionate bunch. 

What, you ask, is all this kissing about? 

Who exactly kisses who, and more importantly, 
when is the right moment for all this kissing? 



As always, we at Stuff Dutch People Like are 
here to make the mysteries of the lowlands a 
little less mysterious. Kissing is indeed a rather 
important cultural norm in the Netherlands. 
However, social kissing does come with its own 
precise set of rules and regulations, which we 
will humbly describe. 


10 RULES FOR KISSING IN THE

1. It is common practice to greet people with 
kisses.

Dear BoekHoek fans. 

This time I will 
review a book, which 
is actually easy to 
find here in Perth. 

As some of you may 
know, the Neerlandia 
Club has their own 
Library with predominantly Dutch books. 

At most Maas and Waal Borrels, you will find those 
books, which you can borrow, on a table close to the 
entrance of the Main Hall. 

One of these books caught my eye; it is a Readers 
Digest, ANWB (Dutch RAC) publication, called 
'Ontdek Nederland', or Discover the Netherlands. 

I would say this is a very interesting book for those 
people, who are familiar with the Netherlands, as 
well as for those, who aren't so familiar. 

It is interesting because it shows many basic facts 
about areas in the Netherlands, which is good for 
the layman, but the book also gives some 
surprisingly new facts and insights, which will 
fascinate everybody. 

Let us, for instance, look at what the book tells us 
about the Island of Texel. Texel is the biggest Island 
in the Wadden Sea, which can be reached by Ferry 
from Den Helder, situated in the North-West of the 
Netherlands. It has three different landscapes; on the 
North Sea side there are sand dunes, while on side 
of the Wadden Sea there are polder area and finally 
on the South side there are farms. 

The landscape is always changing due to the 
dynamics of the Sea and the Wind. The Dutch have 
found ways to use these natural forces to limit the 
impact and keep the Island as much as possible 
stable in shape and size. 

One of the tricks the Dutch people use is to put 
stakes in the sand dunes, which support fine mesh 
netting; the wind blows sand against this netting, the 
sand stops drifting to limit erosion. 

Another great fact is that Texel was created in the 
last Ice Age; and that was 10-15,000 years ago. 
During that time the Northern part of the 
Netherlands was covered by glaciers. The 
movement of these pushed up the sea bottom, 
creating a row of Shoals, which were the beginnings 
of Texel and the other Islands. 

There is much more on Texel and the Netherlands; 

so I suggest you 
borrow this book

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Tiel, City of Fruit and Flipje 


Tiel is a municipality and a City in the Betuwe, in the 
middle of the Netherlands. The City is enclosed by 
three important waterways: The river Waal flows on 
the south side; the river Linge on the north side and 
the Amsterdam-Rhine Canal on the east side. 

Tiel had 42,000 inhabitants in 2014. 

Tiel’s Flag. Coat of Arms. 

History: 

The City of Tiel was founded in the 5th century AD and it is one of 
the oldest Cities in the Netherlands. Originally located on the Linge 
river it became an important trade centre in the early Middle Ages, 
especially after the demise of Dorestad in the 9th century. 

Later on in the Middle Ages, Tiel was associated with the Hanseatic 
League. It was even allowed to mint its own coins. At the height of its 
glory, Tiel had two big churches, one of which, the St. Walburg, was a 
collegiate church that belonged to the Teutonic Knights and vanished 
after the Reformation, while the other church, the St. Maarten, 
became a Protestant church. Much of the historic City centre was destroyed during the Second 
World War. Still, some prominent buildings and churches survived and are certainly worth a visit. 
Also, the original Medieval street pattern in Tiel is still entirely intact. 




Industry: 

Tiel lies in the Betuwe, a region that surrounds Tiel and that is famous for its fruit production. It is 
also referred to as the Dutch fruit garden, with Tiel as its capital. At the end of the 19th century, the 
fruit was processed into all sorts of products, such as jam and fruit juices. De Betuwe in Tiel was a 
big jam factory. Due to competition from other European jam makers, the factory started an 
advertising campaign in 1930 to raise awareness for its own products. 

Flipje became De Betuwe's marketing icon and is well known throughout the Netherlands. 
Currently, Tiel is mainly a City of companies in the service provision, technology and transport 
sectors. 

Tiel has also been known for its pewter industry. The last pewter factory/cum 
museum, which mainly produced collectibles for tourists, went bankrupt in 
early 2004, but has since been revived. 

TIEL, CITY OF FLIPJE: 

Flipje, the marketing icon, is a fictitious character. He is made of the 
product he promotes, namely fruit. In the way that Bibendum, Michelin's 
marketing icon, is made up of car tyres, Flipje is made of berries and 
raspberries. Flipje represents healthy food. 

Over the years, many comic strips and books were made about Flipje. 

The De Betuwe jam factory no longer exists, but Flipje is still the mascot The f amous 
of the city of Tiel. Tiel's residents are proud of him and there's even a FLIPJE.

Tiel’s famous jam factory De Betuwe was moved to Breda in 1993 and the entire complex 
was demolished, although a part was reconstructed later on, to become a jam manufacturing 
museum. 


Fruit Corso: 

Every year, on the third Saturday in September, a Festival 
known as Fruitcorso is held to celebrate the fruit harvest from 
the Betuwe area. On this day, a parade of wagons, decorated 
with fruit, travels through the City, competing for the top three 
rankings. This top three is split in a business and a youth 
category, with the wagons in the youth category featuring 
smaller wagons, but just as good looking, if not better.

Appelpop: In the past, the Corso event was held at 
the same time as the Appelpop, a free, two-day music 
event on the Waalkade. 

Due to Appelpop's popularity, Fruitcorso and Appelpop 
were split up, with Appelpop taking place the second 
Friday and Saturday of September. 

Tiel can be a good starting point to explore the rest of 
the scenic Betuwe area, particularly in May when all the 
fruit trees in the surrounding areas are in full bloom.
